The Buddhists who control his tour, see- 
ing the etfect he is pseoducing, are hur- 
rying him about, 80 that he ts delivering 
orations and lectures in three or four 
different places in the same day. He 
does not speak a word of Japanese, and 
his lectures are therefore delivered in 
English and translated on the platfowm 
by an interpreter, sentence by sentence, 
as he goes along.

Not enly the common peo- 
ple hear him, but also the hich officials, 
In many of the large towns through 
which he passed special meetings were 
held at times suitable to oflicials, at 
which they were alone present,—Home 
Journal.
